CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Packing its own little shovel 
to plow the moon's soil and 
crack open lunar rocks, Ameri­ 
ca's Surveyor 3 sailed through 
space today aiming to soft4and 
Wednesday at a site chosen for 
UJ5. astronauts. 
The 10-foot-tall spacecraft — 
most complex robot ever tossed 
toward the moon by the United 
States — blasted offat 2:05 a.m . 
EST today aboard an Atlas-Cen* 
taur rocket to begin a planned 
65-hour, 237,000-mile trip. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said sen­ 
sors aboard the craft success­ 
fully locked onto the sun. The 
sun and the star Canopus were 
to guide Surveyor 3 to the moon. 
The hookup with C&naopus was 
made on schedule, about 9^2 
hours after launch. 
Several hours after launch, 
project officials said the craft's 
trajectory to the moon *4ooks 
extremely good.” A spacecraft 
motor needs to make only a 
"very sm all midcourse correc­ 
tion” to send it on a bullseye 
course toward Surveyor 3's tar­ 
get zone, officials said. 
"It looks like we have an ex­ 
cellent bird,” a project spokes­ 
man said. 
Plans called for the 2,283- 
pound craft to fire a braking 
rocket about 7 p.m. Wednesday 
and gently set its tripod legs on 
the lunar surface, ready to 
spend at least two weeks taking 
pictures and digging into the 
soil.

Many Questions Unanswered by Speck Trial 


PEORIA, m . (AP) — The 
question of who murdered eight 
nurses in a Chicago town house 
last summer apparently was 
resolved when a jury convicted 
Richard 
Speck 
and 
repom- 
mended that he die in the elec­ 
tric chair. 
But the questions of why the 
eight nurses were chosen as the 
knife-wielding strangler's vic­ 
tim s and why eight young wom­ 
en quietly submitted to being 
tied, 
robbed, 
separated and 
slain may never be answered. 
The seven men and five wom­ 
en jurors retired at 2:41 p.m. 
Saturday and announced they 
had reached their verdict at 
3:30 p.m. 
Judge Herbert C. Paschen 
scheduled post-trial motions for 
today. Gerald Getty, Cook Coun­ 
ty public defender who repre­ 
sents Speck, will file a motion 
for an appeal. State law re­ 
quires all death verdicts to be 
appealed. 
Gettv told newsmen Sunday 
he plans to base his appeal on 
the 
prosecution's 
use 
of 
"horror pictures” of the slain 
girls, which he said were shown 
to inflame the jurors. He also 
said he would argue that Speck, 
25, could not receive a 
foir 
trial In Peoria due to public 
prejudice. 


“ With any other defendant, 
and with only one victim, there 
would have been an acquittal. 
There certainly wouldn't have 
been a death penalty,” said Get­ 
ty, who has never lost a client to 
the electric chair in 400 other 
capital cases. 
Speck, 
who 
appeared un­ 
moved by the eight verdicts rec­ 
ommending he die for the July 
14 slayings, will return to Cook 
County Jail today, said Peoria 
County Sheriff Willard Koeppel. 
A Cook County Jail psychi­ 
a trist, who interviewed Speck 
24 tim es over a six-month peri­ 
od, ascertained that the drifter- 
merchant seaman recalls noth­ 
ing of the night of the slayings. 
According to notes taken by 
Dr. Marvin Ziporyn and re­ 
leased Saturday, Speck related 
he was drunk and had taken a 
drug injection. Speck was quot­ 
ed as saying his memory of that 
night is blank. 
In nine days of testimony, the 
prosecution 
produced finger­ 
print experts to prove three 
prints lifted from a door In the 
townhouse bedroom belonged to 
$>eck. Miss Corazon Amurao, a 
Philippine nurse who hid under 
a bed as the killer worked, 
identified Speck as the black- 
garbed intruder who herded the 
victims into a bedroom before 


he killed them one by one in 
four other room s. 
But the state did not indicate 
why the eight girls, all students 
at South Chicago Community 
Hospital, 
were killed. Miss 
Amurao said the intruder want­ 
ed money to go to New Orleans 
and the girls gave him money. 
Other witnesses said Speck had 
talked of going to New Orleans. 
The survlvbl* said the killer 
made the girls sit on the floor, 
then counted them , “ one, two, 
three, four, five, s ix ...” Did the 
killer know eight girls resided 
there? And when Mary Ann Jor­ 
dan came to spend the night, 
did the killer miscount and 
therefore forget Miss Amurao? 
The killer wasquotedby Miss 
Amurao as saying to one victim, 
Patricia Matusek, “ Are you the 
girl In the yellow dress?” Had 
he seen Miss Matusek before he 
awakened her JUly 13? 
Miss Amurao testified that 
she and two other Philippine 
nurses ran to a closet shortly 
after the killer entered. They 
remained there five minutes 
before they were persuaded to 
come out by one of thetr room­ 
mates 
who said, “ Don’t be 
afraid. He won't hurt us.H 
Had any of the victims known 
the killer or seen him loitering 
In the neighborhood? 


Miss Amurao described the 
sexual assault of Gloria Jean 
Davy, the final victim, but the 
state did not ask a medical-ex­ 
pert witness to offer evidence of 
this assault. The witness, a 
medical examiner, did testify 
that one victim had been kicked 
In the stomach, that several had 
abrasions and contusions of the 
thighs, but Miss Amurao only 
heard two victim s'brief cries. 
Perliaps the most puzzling 
evidence Introduced by the state 
involved two T-shirts found In 
the death house. One, moist, 
si/e 38-40 Hanes, was found in 
the living room the day of the 
m urders.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Father may have been right after all when a 
half century ago he put his son to work at an 
early age to give him experience and to ap­ 
preciate the value of money. 
Of course, it was easier to do it then. There 
were more chores to do around the house and 
farm and it always was possible to find one or 
more at home or at the office which were just 
right for junior - with or without pay. 
Since that time restrictive child labor laws 
have been passed - and properly so - to avoid 
sweat shop conditions and hazardous under­ 
takings and exploitation of youngsters. 
Father would be surprised today to learn that 
those who support his views about working 
children aren’t 
other 
thrifty, old-fashioned 
fathers but psychologists. 
The benefits these 
experts see are psychological, too, not the 
identical ones that motivated father. 
The psychologists, Dr. Mary Engel and Gerald 
Marsden of the University of Michigan, dis­ 
covered that more children were working out­ 
side their families now than most 
persons 
realize. 
They more often are from 
middle 
income rather than poor families. 
Their study disclosed that by age 12 boys have 
definite work habits and that such rehabilitation 
projects as the job corps should begin at an 
early age. 
By the time a boy is 16 it is more 
difficult to change his habits and work pattern. 
“The child labor situation has changed 
so 
drastically we should start thinking about work 
for children in a new light,” Dr. Engel said. 
“Children are eager to work and it may very 
well be to their psychological benefit to let 
them do so.” 
America’s child labor and wage and hour 
laws should be revised. They are unrealistic. 
They aren’t being enforced. They are in some 
respects damaging to children rather 
than 
beneficial. 
Times change and laws should 
change with them.

A speaking appearance of Dr. Stephen Parks, 
pathologist at the Missouri Delta Community 
hospital, at the Rotary club gives rise to the 
thought that public attitudes toward autopsies 
must be changing.

Aversion to the knife has not all been based 
on religious belief if ever this was a principal 
reservation. 
Superstition and fear have been 
major restraints. 
A question may be raised about what connection 
exists between acceptance of surgery to that of 
the autopsy. There must be a close connection. 
People who reject surgery for themselves might 
be expected to refuse to permit a post mortem 
examination of a next of kin. 
Reservations about autopsies might be 
re­ 
moved more swiftly if more mpersons l^ad an 
opportunity to hear Dr. Parks and other patholo­ 
gists tell about their work and the service it 
performs to society. 
People seldom see 
a 
pathologist, who works in hospital laboratories 
and whose contacts are almost exclusively with 
other doctors. 
It is strange that families readily consent to 
having a body embalmed but may resist or 
refuse an autopsy involving any incision on it, 
however small, for whatever purposes. 
So many of the purposes do serve society. 
Autopsies are useful to doctors. Because they 
help physicians and improve the medical ser­ 
vice they offer, they benefit humanity in 
the 
long run. 
An autopsy may settle a legal argu­ 
ment or determine the manner of death. They 
may determine an inheritance. 
They have the 
potential for reducing the amount of crime with 
which this country is afflicted. They may dis­ 
close an inherited disease of which a family 
has been unaware. 
This knowledge can pro­ 
long lives of other family members and permit 
them to plan their own future more intelli­ 
gently. 
As more people become aware of the benefits 
to themselves, to their families to society; sur­ 
gery becomes more widespread - some of it 
as the result of rising personal income, even as 
one of the consequences of Medicare - the 
aversion to autopsies will vanish. 
Half of the battle is won when people will listen 
to a discussion about a process that once many 
persons dismissed at the outset as unsavory and 
gruesome. 
Prejudice 
of this type is dis­ 
appearing. 
Great is the promise the new attitude holds for 
a longer life, freer 
of threats from disease, 
and a more abundant healthier existence.

As long ago as September 1963, Riesel reported 
the launching of something called the Trucking 
E mployers, Inc. At that time he said specifically 
that its leaders would organize to battle Jimmy 
Hoffa and the Teamsters in 1967. 
Now the unknown TEI is making the nation’s 
front pages with the first lockout in almost 
100 years - just as Riesel predicted. He kept 
warning of such a development in columns writ­ 
ten during the in-between years and as re­ 
cently as Dec. 9, 1966. 
At that time when few 
knew of the Teamsters’ demands, Riesel wrote 
that they would be asking for $1.2 billion. Stories 
of the past week reveal that is exactly what they 
did. 
And Victor Riesel was as much ahead on the 
rail front as on the highways. For months now 
he has been warning of a crisis to come on the 
nation’s railways on April 12. 
Just as Riesel- 
picked the exact date of last year’s airline 
strike (months in advance) 
so he picked the 
exact date of the rail battle. 
These are but two of many newsbeats scored 
by our columnist on stories today making the 
front page banner lines. 
When Riesel is not right atop the news, he’s 
well ahead of it.

Congress to submit for rati­ 
fication by the State Legisla­ 
tures a Constitutional Amend» 
ment reforming the obsolete 
system. 
The Congressional 
District “Congdi" Plan pro­ 
viding the election of a mem­ 
ber from each Congressional 
District, plus two electors from 
the State at-large would cause 
the electors to be elected by 
the Constituents of the members 
of Congress upon whom their 
service, as electors, is based. 
Seventy percent of the voters 
want a reform of the Electoral 
College which they may call 
“ REC." 
They should 
urge 
State Legislatures to pass a 
resolution requesting Congress 
to send them a 
Constitutional 
Amendment for ratification to 
reform the Electoral College 
system.

In this connection I reported 
that a terrific lobby was work­ 
ing to undermine the adminis­ 
tration's safety bill and that 
White House assistant 
Joe 
Califano 
and Secretary of 
Transportation Alan Boyd were 
weakening under pressure. 
Real fact is that Califano 
has 
not 
weakened, 
though 
Secreatary Boyd's staff did. 
It's bucked up since publica­ 
tion of my column; also6lnce 
the President has personally 
and privately re - emphasized 
his position for pipeline safe­ 
ty. 
However, the gas company 
lobby working behind the scenes 
continues to be just as vigorous 
as ever and has been trying to 
postpone 
the senate hearings 
scheduled by Chairman Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., for April 
19 and 20. 
800,000 MILES OF PIPE 
The bill is considered one of 
the 
most 
important safety 
measures before congress. It 
would affect the 800,000 miles 
of gas and oil pipe crisscross­ 
ing the United States, some of it 
only two and a half feet under- 
ground, tome of U rusting and 
some of it now lying under or 
near areas 
which have be­ 
come suburban since the pipe 
was laid. 
One significant aspect is that 
President Johnson, who 
as 
Senator 
from Texas was an 
effective spokesman for 
the 
gas apd oil companies, is now 
rigid in his demand that the 
pipeline safety bill be passed. 
His private proposals for reg­ 
ulation began Oct. 10, 
four 
months 
before 
the 
big 
Queens fire, when he sent an 
inter • office 
memo to the 
Friem yrtrer Commission and 
other 
affected departments. 


The memo pointed out that 22 
states had no pipeline safety 
regulations, that 
regulations 
in the 28 
remaining states 
were weak, and that federal 
Jurisdiction 
to 
set pipeline 
safety standards was either 
nebulous 
or 
non • existent. 
The budget bureau circulated 
an approving memo on Nov. 10 
and Jan. 10 Johnson made his 
first pipeline safety proposal 
in his State of the Union mes­ 
sage. On Feb. 16, he followed 
it up with considerable details 
in his consumer message. 
"As pipelines 
age and as 
more of the system lies under 
areas 
of 
high 
population 
density," the President 
told 
congress, "the hazards of pipe­ 
line failures •• and explosions— 
increase." 
After giving more detail on 
the 
inadequacy of state and 
industry standards, the Pres­ 
ident concluded: 
“ I recom­ 
mend the Natural Gas Pipe­ 
line Safety Act of 1967 (which 
the White House had 
already 
drafted). . . . If we act now 
- In the public interest — we can 
reduce significantly the pos­ 
sibility of tragedy later.” 
TWO OLD CRONIES 
This was what 
started the 
gas and oil lobbyists swarm­ 
ing over Capitol Hill. They pro­ 
posed, as outlined in the col­ 
umn of April 4, removing crim­ 
inal 
penalties from the bill, 
removing 
distribution lines 
inside cities from federal stan­ 
dards, setting up their 
own 
industry standards, and post­ 
poning the senate hearings from 
April 19. 
One thing the lobbyists didn't 
know was that LBJ and Sen. 
Magnuson, chairman of 
the 
Senate Commerce Committee, 
had put their heads together. 
The two entered congress the 
same year, served in the navy 
during World War U as fresh­ 
men congressmen, and still 
work closely together. Magnu­ 
son is 
one of the staunchest 
consumer champions on Capitol 
Hill. 
Lobbying against the safety 
bill, however, continues. It's 
being carried on by three full­ 
time lobbyists and by executives 
who either phone or come to 
Washington personally to but­ 
tonhole 
senators. One execu­ 
tive who phoned the other day 
was John Heyke, President of 
Brooklyn 
Union Gas, whose 
pipelines exploded in Queens 
Jan. 13 destroying 
12 city 
blocks. Had It not been for New 
York's 
alert firemen 
who 
routed people out of bed, hun­ 
dreds of people might have 
been trapped 
by the roaring 
flames. 
Yet 
Heyke complained bit­ 
terly that the Johnson pipeline 
safety bill would apply to "dis­ 
tribution" lines — namely in- 
>• side cities - which recently ex» 
ploded. He ivanted the law to ap- 


ply only to transmission lines 
crossing state borders. 
The full • time local lobbyists 
who are working on Capitol Hill 
are: Austin Roberts of 
the 
Independent Natural Gas Asso­ 
ciation; Curtis Morris of the 
American Gas Association; and 
Richard Rosan of the Colum­ 
bia Gas Transmission Com­ 
pany. They 
are reported to 
have made some headway with 
Rep. Jacob Gilbert, Democrat, 
of the Bronx; Sen. Mike Mon- 
roney, Democrat, who comes 
from the big oil state of Okla­ 
homa and is for oil anyway; 
and Sen. Hugh Scott, Republi­ 
can, of Philadelphia, a city 
fed by natural gas 
and with 
many pipelines 
running 
to 
it, who has no reason to vote 
with the oil and gas compan­ 
ies. 
TO SEAT OR NOT 
TO SEAT ADAM 
Speaker John McCormack was 
grim and worried - one of those 
present described it 
as “ab­ 
solutely tortured" — as 
he 
discussed the next house move 
regarding Adam Clayton Powell 
at a secret session with Rep. 
Manny Celler, D-N. Y., and 
members of the special com­ 
mittee that investigated Pow­ 
ell prior to the House vote to 
bar him. 
"We must be careful," he 
warned. "We must think about 
the 
options and the conse­ 
quences." 
McCormack said he was fully 
aware that the lid might blow 
off if he entertained a new mo­ 
tion to seat Powell. But he made 
it clear that this is what he 
would do. A vote would then be 
required. If the speaker was 
sustained, there would then have 
to be another vote to rescind 
thè March 1 action against Pow- 
til and finally a third vote to 
formally seat him. 
"You all know how I ftit 
about the house verdict on 
March 1,” the Speaker told 
his colleagues. "I was against 
It. It was ill - considered in 
my opinion and created 
the 
problem we have today. And if 
we vote to deny him a seat a 
second time, there would be 
still another confrontation with 
the courts.

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Powerful Father - To • Son 
National Plumbers Union Fights 
Govt. Effort to Open It Wide to 
Negroes. 
Washington, D. C.: — The 
counterrevolution is at hand. 
A powerful labor leader — 
whose grip on modern society 
readily is obvious in the fact 
that for decades he has led the 
united plumbers union of our 
world - has just conferred pri­ 
vately with federal 
officials. 
They told him his virtually im­ 
penetrable union must open its 
rosters and its apprenticeship 
schools to Negroes. 
He, crafty Peter Schoemann, 
therefore is warning the gov­ 
ernment, Democrats, and what 
he describes as "academic lib­ 
erals" not to insist that his 
union adhere to federal poli­ 
cies on minority opportunities 
inside his section of American 
labor. 
Mr. Schoemann's world - the 
United Assn. of Journey men and 
Apprentices of the Plumbing 
and Pipefltting Industry of the 
U. S. (AFL-CIO) - is a mighty 
one for it includes the supply­ 
ing of vital manpower to such 
proposed projects as the $250 
million atom • smasher in Wes­ 
ton, m . 
The government says, in ef­ 
fect, you have got to train and 
permit the hiring oi Negroes 
by letting them join unions ev­ 
erywhere. 
A spokesman for Mr. Schoe­ 
mann says that of course the 
leader agrees but that Negroes 
"just don't apply" and 
that 
he'll fight anyway to operate 
the apprenticeship pipelines ex­ 
actly the way the union wishes. 
And if the government bat­ 
tles him, says Schoemann, the 
union will make political war on 
the Democrats in the big cities. 
"Enough is enough" cries 
Schoemann as he plunges into 
a Platonic dialogue with him­ 
self. 
"Is there 
something inde­ 
cent," asks he, "about giving 
reasonable preference to sons 
of 
union members on ap­ 
prenticeship entrance? 
"Is there something unclean 
about a contractor taking his 
own son Into his own shop In 
preference to a Negro boy whom 
some academic liberal 
In a 
Washington office 
thinks he 
ought to take in Instead?" 
Schoemann, now well Into his 
70s, says he particularly re­ 
sents "building trades 
bait­ 
ing." This he calls a popular 
Washington sport. 
Reverting to the old labor 
Isolationism oi the 
thirties 
Schoemann complains bitterly 
over what he states Is "to­ 
tal control by the government 
of all occupational training, un­ 
employment insurance and job 
placement." 


a 1936 
Alf Landon campaign 
speech, Brother 
Schoemann 
adds that, "in a way, the craft 
union is more 
hateful than 
Wall Street to the braintrust- 
ers of the left.” 
There is no doubt there'll 
be a battle. The plumbers and 
pipefitters union has 
a start- 
lingly small and tight member­ 
ship of 255,765 despite vast 
construction 
and reconstruc­ 
tion. And the Jobs pay well. 
Virtually all of them - and 
union membership — are ob­ 
tained by coming through the 
apprenticeship systems. 
How many Negroes do they 
have? A spokesman said, "We 
don't know and we don't want to 
know.” Another aide added that 
"our membership is fed up 
and is getting its fill of mis­ 
guided civil rights efforts es­ 
pecially in Chicago." 
And the Justice Dept, people 
say they’re sifting 
evidence 
brought 
in by FBI teams. 
Actually it is suing unions In 
two cities - St. Louis and New 
Orleans. 
In St. Louis, two plumbers' 
locals and three other building 
unions come to trial on June 
5 — along with the Building and 
Construction Trades Council —

charges of discrimination 
and attempts to frustrate the 
non - discrimination clause in 
federal contracts. 
There are other such actions, 
especially in Ohio, being 
de­ 
veloped deep Inside the justice 
Dept.'s Civil Rights division. 
These 
are 
serious moves 
against an entire network of un­ 
ions which actually control 
some of the best • paying Jobs 
inside American Industrialism. 
At the very least, since the 
trials are in federal courts,the 
publicity and perhaps accom­ 
panying demonstrations 
will 
mar 
labor's image. At the 
worst, the unions could lose con­ 
trol of the hiring hall and Juris­ 
diction in the field. 
But 
Schoemann, 
one of s 
tough old band of union chiefs 
who range bock 
to labor's 
early 
dawn, 
says bluntly 
through an aide: 
"We are going to fight hard 
for the right to maintain our 
own means of operations and 
selection methods In the ap­ 
prenticeship system." 
This is the first time any 
labor chief publicly has spoken 
so defiantly to the U. S. gov­ 
ernment, Its Labor Dept., Its 
Justice Dept, and Its courts. , 
But many of his building and !

pays $130 more in federal in­ 
come tax than a married couple 
pays on the same amount.

Then in 1951 special tax 
rates were set forth for those 
who qualified as head of house­ 
hold. 
’’The trouble is,” McCarthy 
points out, ”that these qualifica­ 
tions are so demanding that 
they exclude many more women 
than they include.” 
What he wants to do is extend 
the head of household category 
to widows and widowers and to 
single persons over 35 who have 
never been married or who 
have 
been separated or di­ 
vorced for three years or more, 
who maintain their own house­ 
holds. 
Practically 
any unmarried 
woman over 35 has actually 
founded a household, he main­ 
tains. Hundreds of thousands 
are supporting minor children; 
millions are contributing to the 
support of aged parents.

WASHABLE WOOLENS 
The warm months are ap­ 
proaching 
and it is time to 
think about the care and stor­ 
age of our winter woolens. 
Wool garments that can 
be 
washed by hand can be washed 
in your automatic washer if 
you take the following precau­ 
tions. 
Use warm or cold water and 
a 
soap 
or 
detergent 
made 
specially for washing woolens. 
Use little or no agitation. The 
agitator or movement of the 
garment 
in the water is what 
causes the shrinkage. 
Do not wash any woolens that 
are not labeled as being wash­ 
able. 
Unless you have an automatic 
washer with definite 
instruc­ 
tions for washing wool, 
the 
following 
method 
will give 
best results: 
1. Measure a woolen clean­ 
sing 
soap into the washer. 
2. Fill with warm or cold 
water and agitate a few minutes 
to dissolve the soap and turn 
the machine off. 
3. Add the woolen items to the 
water and let soak for 10 to 15 
minutes — turn once by hand. 
4. Remove water with a short 
fast spin. 
5. To rinse, refill washer and 
soak again without soap, follow 
with a short fast spin. Repeat 
for a second rinse if desired. 
Remember, handle the items 
you are washing as little as pos­ 
sible. 
Washing 
tips: 
a. Whether you use cold or 
warm water for washing, tie 
sure to use the same tempera­ 
ture 
water for rinsing. 
b. Do not wash wool more 
often than necessary, but wash 
them before they are heavily 
soiled, 
c. Moths are attracted to dirty 
woolens, so be sure they are 
clean before storing them. 
d. Protect lacy knits or oth­ 
er 
delicate 
construction 
by 
putting them in a mesh bag be­ 
fore washing. 
e. Never use chlorine bleach 
on woolens. It yellows 
them 
and makes 
the fibers harsh. 
f. Hand knits and sweaters 
should be blocked. Draw the out­ 
line with colored tailors chalk 
on a large white turkish towel. 
g. Follow 
hanging 
instruc­ 
tions where specific directions 
are available, and check the in­ 
struction book to see if your 
washer has special features 
for washing woolens not men­ 
tioned here.

Postmaster 
General Law­ 
rence O'Brien deserves a good 
word from the public for sug­ 
gesting that the Post 
Office 
Department is in need of 
a 
fundamental overhaul to make 
it more businesslike. It is not 
often that a federal officeholder 
admits 
that Big Government 
isn't the model of efficiency. 
What Mr. O'Brien suggested 
is that the Post Office Depart­ 
ment be replaced by a non-profit 
government corporation, with a 
sweeping grant of administra­ 
tive power provided by 
the 
Congress 
and the President. 
He pointed out that the Depart­ 
ment currently has no effec­ 
tive control over the postal sys­ 
tem, with respect to workloads, 
postal rates, salary schedules 
and physical façilijiçs.;$6i#k» 
any change, the Post Qmceue- 
partment has to secure con­ 
gressional approval, which is 
not easy. 
It certainly is true that the 
Post Office Department is sub­ 
ject to all manner of outside 
influences and controls. From 
its establishment the Depart­ 
ment has been regarded as a 
political operation. Postmast« 
erships have been choice politi­ 
cal plums. As a result, ef­ 
ficiency has suffered. 
In the past, when the country 
was not so populous, the inef­ 
ficiency of the Post Office De­ 
partment was not so apparent. 
Indeed Americans whose mem­ 
ories go back to before World 
War IC remember that there 
were two mail deliveries a day 
in most neighborhoods. Year 
by year, however, postal ser­ 
vice has deteriorated. Though 
this is the age of jets, 
the 
Post 
Office 
Department op­ 
erates 
at the speed of the 
covered wagon. 
This is an intolerable con­ 
dition. The high - speed, com­ 
plex America of today 
re­ 
quires first • class communi­ 
cation. Hie investor - owned 
telephone services furnishes 
this kind of quality communica­ 
tion in its field. But getting a 
written communication 
from 
one {dace to another is still a 
19th century operation in the 
United States. This is ridicu­ 
lous because the U.S. is the 
most 
advanced technological 
country in the world. There 
is no lack of machines and 
technical control systems to 
handle the sorting 
and dis­ 
tribution of mail. 
I; is questionable, however, 
whether Mr. O'Brien's specific 
remedy is the answer to the 
problem. Hie idea of a non­ 
profit 
government 
corpora­ 
tion has a superficial appeal, 
but it is still a government 
enterprise. And the hard fact 
is that a government 
enter- 


prise is an 
inefficient enter­ 
prise. Hie reason is that the 
people involved in it are lack­ 
ing the profit incentive which 
sparks so 
much that is pro­ 
gressive in our national life. 
Furthermore, Big Govern­ 
ment lacks the courage to deal 
effectively with labor problems. 
If there is featherbedding in the 
Post Office Department, it is 
likely that there will be feather­ 
bedding in a governmental cor­ 
poration created to move the 
mails. Lideed the bureaucrat 
just doesn't have the incentive, 
as an executive, to remove peo­ 
ple from the payroll who aren't 
performing as they should. In

An even better suggestion than 
Mr. O'Brien's would be to turn 
the postal service over to pri­ 
vate enterprise — to a profit- 
making corporation, that is. 
One can be sure that such a 
corporation, if it knew 
its

cordance with the rendering of 
speedy service, would see that 
the customers were satisfied. 
At present the customers of 
the Post Office Department are 
very unsatisfied. And unless 
there is some radical change 
in the postal system, postal ser­ 
vice 
will come close to col­ 
lapsing 
in the United States. 
More and more mail is being 
put into the system, without im­ 
provement 
in the system's 
handling capacity. 
Seriously, it is tragic that 
private enterprise isn't given 
a chance to carry the mails. 
The public, one can be sure, 
would be glad to pay sensible 
postage rates if it knew that a 
letter or package would be de­ 
livered on time. Americans are 
accustomed to paying for ser­ 
vice, and the overall pattern 
of commercial services shows 
that citizens will pay what is 
necessary to get quality per­ 
formance.

Missouri Southern to Operate 
Unique State-County Divisions

JOPLIN, Mo. (AP)—Missouri 
Southern State College will take 
its place next fell as the state's 
newest and most unique four- 
year institution. 
It will combine a two-year, 
state-supported senior college 
with a two-year, county-operat­ 
ed junior college. Both will re­ 
main separate entities under 
control 
of a county • elected 
board of trustees. 
College officials believe this 
unusual 
arrangement 
is the 
first of its type in Missouri and 
une of the few in the nation. 
Actual operation of the senior 
college was authorized April 5 
when the North Central Associ­ 
ation of Colleges and Universi­ 
ties 
granted preliminary ac­ 
creditation. 
The college will offer third 
year programs in education, 
business and mathematics be­ 
ginning next fell, and the fourth 
year will be initiated in 1968. 
A multimillion dollar con­ 
struction program was begun 
last year at a new campus site 
east of Joplin and is expected 
to be completed by June. It will 
provide a campus for both the 
colleges. 
Buildings being readied for 
occupancy include a science« 
mathematics building, adminis­ 
tration building, library fine 
arts complex, bookstore and a 
temporary cafeteria. The ad­ 
ministration 
building 
was 
named Hearnes Hall in honor 
of Gov. Warren E.Hearnes, who 
supported legislation establish­ 
ing the senior college. 
The construction is being fi­ 
nanced through a $2.5 million 
county bond issue passed in 
1965, federal and state alloca- 


tions and local contributions. 
The 230-acre campus site was 
bought by the Junior college 
early in I9«5 through donations. 
Mot*« than $300,000 was raised 
during a whirlwind four-months 
campaign. 
Missouri Southern College, the 
junior college, began in 1937 as 
an extension of Joplin High 
school. Its enrollment was over 
500 by 1958. It doubled however. 
In the next six years, reaching 
1,050 in 1964. 
This year almost 1,500 full­ 
time students attend classes 
during the daytime and 400 
more at night. 
Twenty seven hundred stu­ 
dents are anticipated by 1968. 
when the senior year is added. 
Community interest has run 
high in the development oi a 
four-year education program in 
the past six years. An attempt 
to get a branch of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri felled in 1963. 
Joplin Junior College was ex­ 
panded to a county-wide basis 
in 1964 and renamed Jasper 
County 
Junior College. The 
name was changed in 1965 to 
Missouri Southern to be more 
compatible to Missouri South­ 
ern State College, the upper 
two-year Institution. 
The law establishing the sen­ 
ior college was signed into law 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
during a visit here in August 
1965. It was granted a $40,000 
state appropriation for plan­ 
ning. 
There followed a mountain of 
work. The University of Missou­ 
ri Board of Curators, given the 
responsibility of determining 
when the senior college should 
begin operation, authorized es­ 
tablishment of the Junior year an 
experimental 
basis by 
1967. 


Preliminary accreditation by 
North Central Association was 
made mandatory before 
the 
third year could start. 
Immediately after receiving 
the accreditation college offici­ 
als began a search for 20 new 
faculty members. It is antici­ 
pated that most of the 20 will 
be recruited within the next few 
weeks. 
The senior college also has 
begun accepting applications for 
admission from 
prospective 
students.

No stretches which are pres­ 
ently under construction con­ 
tract were Included in the report 
which was prepared by James R. 
Turner, chief of the depart­ 
ment's highway planning divi­ 
sion. 
The planning chief also con­ 
fined his "worst 500** to the ap­ 
proximately 3000 miles (includ­ 
ing the Interstate System) of 
primary arterial roads - higher 
type and heavier traveled roads 
which generally handle long dis­ 
tance travel. 
The primary arterial system 
is considered the vital highway- 
communication network 
that 
knits Missouri together. 
The system carries 40 per 
cent of all rural vehicle miles 
traveled In the state and, while 
small in total miles of highway, 
the economy and well - being of 
Missouri is, to a large degree, 
dependent on it. 
The second list of deficiencies 
(next worst 500) is taken from 
both the primary system and 
the 4200 - mile secondary ar­ 
terial network-generally hand­ 
ling shorter trips of an intra­ 
state nature. 
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Three basic 
criteria were 
used in determining the worst 
routes. They were: 
One - Service level. This takes 
into account the operating speed 
the road will afford drivers with 
the volume of traffic using the 
road, the composition of that 
traffic, and the road’s grade.: 
and curves. 
Two - Safety. This takes into 
account past experience with 
accidents and fatalities on a 
particular stretch. 
Three - Pavement width. All 
roads with less than 20 feet of 
usable surface was included be­ 
cause of its sub-standard ac­ 
commodation of modern - day 
vehicles and traffic volume. 
Physical condition of the sur­ 
face alone was not considered 
because this is deemed a main­ 
tenance problem.

Private Enterprise And 


Public Responsibility In 


A Free Economy 


Whenever you mention so­ 
cial 
responsibility among 
businessmen, someone 
in- 
variably raises the question: 
“ What will the stockholders 
say?" The question implies 
that somehow there is a con­ 
flict between a corporation's 
social responsibility and its 
economic 
responsibility to 
its 
stockholders. 
I 
don't 
think that's the case. 
The job of corporate man­ 
agement, in my 
judgment, 
is to produce so efficiently 
and compete 
so effectively 
as to earn the optimum com­ 
bination of short • and long- 
range profits. In my view, 
management 
is not fulfill­ 
ing its responsibility to the 
stockholders sim ply by earn­ 
ing a profit today, if it does 
not at the same time nurture 
and enhance an economic en­ 
vironment 
in which it 
can 
continue to earn a profit to­ 
morrow. 
Successful 
businesses 
have never shied away from 
investing 
capital in 
new 
or expanded 
facilities that 
are expected to return prof­ 
its in the future. Nor 
have 
they balked at spending mon­ 
ey on research and develop­ 
ment, even on basic research 
where the payoff may lag a 
decade or more behind the 
investment. 
This is no mere excise in 
altruism but just good busi­ 
ness sense. It seem s to me 
that improving the quality of 
our 
society is simply an­ 
other step in the process of 
taking a broader gauged view 
of return - on - investment. 
The tim es in which we live 
have made this as neces­ 
sary as investment in plant 
and equipment, in research 


and development, or in en­ 
lightened 
industrial 
rela­ 
tions. The distinction 
be­ 
tween capital investment and 
social investment is, I sug­ 
gest, much more a difference 
of degree than of 
kind. 
Business must 
learn 
to 
look upon its social responsi­ 
bilities as something insep­ 
arable 
from its 
economic 
function. Since private enter­ 
prise has an important bear­ 
ing upon the liv e s, aspira­ 
tions and future well- being 
of the people, it has a cor­ 
responding obligation to con­ 
tribute to the solution of their 
economic 
and social prob­ 
lem s. If it fails to do so, it 
leaves a void that will quick­ 
ly be filled by oth ers—usual­ 
ly by government. 


For thirty years, I've lis ­ 
tened to businessmen com­ 
plain that government 
was 
competing 
in 
their activi­ 
ties. 
In many ca ses, I've 
agreed with them. But I'd 
like to live long enough to 
hear 
government bureau­ 
crats complain that business 
is competing in their activi­ 
ties — because I think 
it 
would be a healthy thing for 
our country! 
To retain 
public 
confi­ 
dence in the years ahead, 
business must demonstrate 
that it has the resources, 
the vigor, the intelligence- 
and, above all, the will — to 
meet its obligations in a free 
economy. To the extent that 
it can develop practical solu­ 
tions 
to public 
problems, 
business can help our nation 
immeasurably in regaining 
its ideal of a truly free socie­ 
ty.

gists tell about their work and the service u 
performs to society. 
People seldom see 
a 
pathologist, who works in hospital laboratories 
and whose contacts are almost exclusively with 
other doctors. 
It is strange that families readily consent to 
having a body embalmed but may resist 
or 
refuse an autopsy involving any incision on it, 
however small, for whatever purposes. 
So many of the purposes do serve society. 
Autopsies are useful to doctors. Because they 
help physicians and improve the medical ser­ 
vice they offer, they benefit humanity in 
the 
long run. 
An autopsy may settle a legal argu­ 
ment or determine the manner of death. They 
may determine an inheritance. 
They have the 
potential for reducing the amount of crime with 
which this country is afflicted. They may dis­ 
close an inherited disease of which a family 
has been unaware. 
This knowledge can pro­ 
long lives of other family members and permit 
them to plan their own future more intelli­ 
gently. 
As more people become aware of the benefits 
to themselves, to their families to society; sur­ 
gery becomes more widespread - some of it 
as the result of rising personal income, even as 
one of the consequences of Medicare - the 
aversion to autopsies will vanish. 
Half of the battle is won when people will listen 
to a discussion about a process that once many 
persons dismissed at the outset as unsavory and 
gruesome. 
Prejudice 
of this type is dis­ 
appearing. 
Great is the promise the new attitude holds for 
a longer life, freer 
of threats from disease, 
and a more abundant healthier existence.

Nothing like a good, old-fashioned breakfast 
to start the day right, the saying goes - or used 
to. 
A hearty breakfast being accorded a place

half the population - 42 of every 100 Americans 
- leave home each morning without any break­ 
fast at all. 
Some grab cokes at the corner drugstore en 
route to work, according to a recent study in 
which 72 per cent of the fam ilies interviewed 
allowed as how they don’t partake of the morning 
meal together. 
In one of three families, mother doesn’t serve 
breakfast, and in one of three, at least one mem­ 
ber of the family sleeps through it.

800,000 MILES OF PIPE 
The bill is considered one of

nebulous 
or 
non • existent. 
The budget bureau circulated 
an approving memo on Nov. 10 
and Jan. 10 Johnson made his 
first 
pipeline safety proposal 
in his State of the Union mes­ 
sage. On Feb. 16, he followed 
it up with considerable details 
In his consumer message. 
“ As pipelines 
age and 
as 
more of the system lies under 
areas 
of 
high 
population 
density,” the President 
told 
congress, “the hazards of pipe­ 
line failures •• and explosions— 
increase.” 
After giving more detail on 
the 
inadequacy of state 
and 
industry standards, the P res­ 
ident concluded: 
“ I recom­

TWO OLD CRONIES 
This was what 
started the 
gas and oil lobbyists 
swarm­ 
ing over Capitol Hill. They pro­

penalties from the bill, 
removing 
distribution lines 
inside cities from federal stan­ 
dards, setting up their 
own 
industry 
standards, and post­ 
poning the senate hearings from 
April 19. 
One thing the lobbyists didn't 
know was that LBJ and

crossing state borders. 
The full - time local lobbyists

TO SEAT OR NOT 
TO SEAT ADAM 
Speaker John McCormack was 
grim and worried - one of those 
present described it 
as “ ab­ 
solutely tortured” — as 
he 
discussed the next house move 
regarding Adam Clayton Powell 
at a secret session with Rep. 
Manny Celler, D-N. Y., 
and 
members of the special com­ 
mittee that investigated Pow­ 
ell prior to the House vote to 
bar him. 
“ We must be careful,” 
he 
warned. “ We must think about 
the 
options 
and 
the conse­ 
quences.” 
McCormack said he was fully 
aware that the lid might blow 
off if he entertained a new mo­ 
tion to seat Powell. But he made 
it 
clear that 
this is what he 
would do. A vote would then be 
required. If the speaker 
was 
sustained, there would then have 
to be another vote to rescind 
the March 1 action against Pow­ 
ell and finally 
a third vote to 
formally seat him. 
“ You all know how I felt

He, crafty Peter Schoemann, 
therefore is warning the gov­

labor. 
Mr. Schoemann’s world •• the 
United Assn. of Journeymen and

by letting them join unions ev­ 
erywhere. 
A spokesman for Mr. Schoe­ 
mann says that of course the 
leader agrees but that Negroes 
“ just don’t apply” and

he’ll fight anyway to operate 
the apprenticeship pipelines ex­ 
actly the way the union wishes.

Virtually all of them — and 
union membership — are ob­ 
tained 
by coming through the 
apprenticeship system s. 
How many Negroes do 
they 
have? A spokesman said, "We 
don’t know and we don’t want to 
know.” Another aide added that 
“ our membership is fed up 
and is getting its fill of mis­ 
guided civil rights efforts es­ 
pecially in Chicago.” 
And the Justice Dept, people 
say they're sifting

by 
FBI teams. 
Actually it is suing unions in 
two cities - St. Louis and New 
Orleans. 
In St. Louis, two plumbers' 
locals and three other building 
unions come to trial on June 
5 - along with the Building and 
Construction Trades Council - 
cn 
charges of discrimination 
and attempts 
to frustrate the 
non • discrimination clause in 
federal contracts. 
There are other such actions, 
especially in Ohio, being 
de­ 
veloped deep Inside the Justice 
Dept.'s ClvU Rights 
division. 
These 
are 
serious moves 
against an entire network of un­ 
ions 
which 
actually 
control 
some of the best • paying jobs 
Inside American industrialism . 
At the very least, since the 
trials are in federal courts,the 
publicity and perhaps 
accom­ 
panying 
demonstrations 
will 
mar 
labor's 
image. 
At the 
worst, the unions could lose con­ 
trol of the hiring hall and juris­ 
diction in the field. 
But 
Schoemann, 
one of a 
tough old 
band of union chiefs 
who range back 
to 
labor's 
early 
dawn, 
says 
bluntly 
through an aide: 
“ We are going to fight hard 
for 
the right to maintain our 
own means 
of operations and 
selection methods 
In the ap­ 
prenticeship system .”

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Father may have been right after all when a 
half century ago he put his son to work at an 
early age to give him experience and to ap­ 
preciate the value of money. 
Of course, it was easier to do it then. There 
were more chores to do around the house and 
farm and it always was possible to find one or 
more at home or at the office which were just 
right for junior - with or without pay. 
Since that time restrictive child labor laws 
have been passed - and properly so - to avoid 
sweat shop conditions and hazardous under­ 
takings and exploitation of youngsters. 
Father would be surprised today to learn that 
those who support his views about working 
children 
aren’t other 
thrifty, old-fashioned 
fathers but psychologists. 
The benefits these 
experts see are psychological, too, not the 
identical ones that motivated father. 
The psychologists, Dr. Mary Engel and Gerald 
Marsden of the University of Michigan, dis­ 
covered that more children were working out­ 
side their families now than most 
persons 
realize. 
They more often are from 
middle 
income rather than poor families. 
Their study disclosed that by age 12 boys have 
definite work habits and that such rehabilitation 
projects as the job corps should begin at an 
early age. 
By the time a boy is 16 it is more 
difficult to change his habits and work pattern. 
“The child labor situation has changed 
so 
drastically we should start thinking about work 
for children in a new light,” Dr. Engel said. 
“Children are eager to work and it may very 
well be to their psychological benefit to let 
them do so.” 
America’s child labor and wage and hour 
laws should be revised. They are unrealistic. 
They aren’t being enforced. They are in some 
respects damaging to children rather 
than 
beneficial. 
Times change and laws should 
change with them.

A speaking appearance of Dr. Stephen Parks, 
pathologist at the Missouri Delta Community 
hospital, at the Rotary club gives rise to the 
thought that public attitudes toward autopsies 
must be changing. 
The thought that the human body is defiled by 
surgery is fast evaporating. 
Creation has a sacred meaning to the faithful 
but many religious persons reach an accomo­ 
dation with tneir beliefs and medical science. 
Many hospital patients draw both on prayer and 
the surgeon’s skill when they undergo operations 
and rely heavily on both without conflict be­ 
tween either. 
Encouraging 
words from ministers usually 
are a welcome aspect of surgical procedures 
in hospitals. 
They often supplement direct 
prayer. 
Aversion to the knife has not all been based 
on religious belief if ever this was a principal 
reservation. 
Superstition and fear have been 
major restraints. 
A question may be raised about what connection 
exists between acceptance of surgery to that of 
the autopsy. There must be a close connection. 
People who reject surgery for themselves might 
be expected to refuse to permit a post mortem 
examination of a next of kin. 
Reservations about autopsies might be 
re­ 
moved more swiftly if more mpersons fyad an 
opportunity to hear Dr. Parks and other patholo­ 
gists tell about their work and the service ii 
performs to society. 
People seldom see 
a 
pathologist, who works in hospital laboratories 
and whose contacts are almost exclusively with 
other doctors. 
It is strange that families readily consent to 
having a body embalmed but may resist or 
refuse an autopsy involving any incision on it, 
however smali, for whatever purposes. 
So many of the purposes do serve society. 
Autopsies are useful to doctors. Because they 
help physicians and improve the medical ser­ 
vice they offer, they benefit humanity in 
the 
long run. 
An autopsy may settle a legal argu­ 
ment or determine the manner of death. They 
may determine an inheritance. 
They have the 
potential for reducing the amount of crime with 
which this country is afflicted. They may dis­ 
close an inherited disease of which a family 
has been unaware. 
This knowledge can pro­ 
long lives of other family members and permit 
them to plan their own future more intelli­ 
gently. 
As more people become aware of the benefits 
to themselves, to their families to society; sur­ 
gery becomes more widespread - some of it 
as the result of rising personal income, even as 
one of the consequences of Medicare - the 
aversion to autopsies will vanish. 
Half of the battle is won when people will listen 
to a discussion about a process that once many 
persons dismissed at the outset as unsavory and 
gruesome. 
Prejudice 
of this type is dis­ 
appearing. 
Great is the promise the new attitude holds for 
a longer life, freer 
of threats from disease, 
and a more abundant healthier existence.

Nothing like a good, old-fashioned breakfast 
to start the day right, the saying goes - or used 
to. 
A hearty breakfast being accorded a place 
of honor in America’s mores second only 
to 
that occupied by home, mother and country, it 
comes as a distinct shock to learn that nearly 
half the population - 42 of every IOO Americans 
- leave home each morning without any break­ 
fast at all. 
Some grab cokes at the corner drugstore en 
route to work, according to a recent study in 
which 72 per cent of the families interviewed 
allowed as how they don’t partake of the morning 
meal together. 
In one of three families, mother doesn’t serve 
breakfast, and in one of three, at least one mem­ 
ber of the family sleeps through it. 
What with staggering school and work sched­ 
ules, necessitating the children’s departure per­ 
haps an hour earlier than their father’s, and 
the natural propensity of most people to sleep 
as late as possible, if s not too difficult to see 
why the modern family doesn’t sit down to 
breakfast en masse, at least on weekdays. 
So far as we know, available data on domestic 
conditions preceding the fall of the Roman Em­ 
pire do not include statistics on family break­ 
fast habits. But we have a sneaking feeling that 
disunity at the morning meal may have been one 
of the earliest symptons of national decline.

that they would be asking for $1.2 billion. Stories 
of the past week reveal that is exactly what they 
did. 
And Victor Riesel was as much ahead on the 
rail front as on the highways. For months now 
he has been warning of a crisis to come on the 
nation’s railways on April 12. 
Just as Riesel ^ 
picked the exact date of last year’s airline 
strike (months in advance) 
so he picked the 
exact date of the rail battle. 
These are but two of many newsbeats scored 
by our columnist on stories today making the 
front page banner lines. 
When Riesel is not right atop the news, he’s 
well ahead of it.

For 
many years, American 
railroads have fought a near- 
overwhelming tide of subsidiz­ 
ed 
competition. 
Successive 
Presidents have sent message 
after 
message to Congress, 
based on exhaustive studies of 
the 
transportation 
industry, 
proposing programs to update 
transport regulatory and tax 
policies - programs that 
In 
effect, would 
recognize the 
railroads as a basic ompon- 
ent of the transportation sys­ 
tem. 
For example, at the moment 
there is legilation in Congress 
to levy user charges on ele­ 
ments of the transport indus­ 
try that benefit 
from govern­ 
ment - provided Caci! it ie s. Such 
user 
charges would 
raise 
needed revenue 
for 
govern­ 
ment, as well as equalize com­ 
petition In the 
transportation 


industry. 
But this, like most 
other transportation legisla­ 
tion, has been delayed by Con­ 
gressional inertia and 
indif­ 
ference. 
As might be expected, failure 
to recognize the railroads as 
a prime mover of commerce 
is at last hitting home. Ac­ 
cording 
to The Wall street 
Journal, 
the 
railroads are 
struggling 
with the 
worst 
freight car shortage In years 
— on some recent days as many 
as 15,000 cars. 
The rails are moving to meet 
the present emergency. Plans 
are under consideration 
to 
set up a jointly-owned central 
computer system to keep tabs 
on the entire U.S. freight car 
fleet.

— more than a billion dollars 
last 
year and an expected $1.2 
billion in 1966.

COLLEGE -REC 


The need for reform of the 
Electoral College system 
is 
one of the most pressing needs 
facing this Nation today. Nearly 
every astute person in- public . 
life, and many only interested 
in public affairs, has recognized 
the inadequacy of the Electoral 
College 
system. Some have 
tried or considered trying to 
sensibly reform the weak and 
inadequate system, but the cru­ 
sade 
never 
“ got 
off the 
ground" and no 
constructive 
results were achieved. 
The people living In the 
big 
city suburbs and farther out 
from big political 
machines 
probably think the most con­ 
structively and act more wisely. 
In many respects the 
cir­ 
cumstances 
resemble those 
surrounding the No 
Third 
Term Amendment in 1946 be­ 
fore the State Legislatures rati­ 
fied the 22nd Amendment 
af­ 
ter four years of dilly-dallying 
and idle wishing. 
It 
became 
the law of the land in 1951 after 
a vigorous 7 week campaign 
for ratification was launched. 
The State Legislatures should 
pass a resolution 
requesting 
Congress to submit for rati­ 
fication by the State Legisla­ 
tures a Constitutional Amend­ 
ment reforming the 
obsolete 
system. 
The Congressional 
District “Congdl" Plan pro­ 
viding the election of a mem­ 
ber from each Congressional 
District, plus two electors from 
the State at-large would cause 
the electors to be elected by 
the Constituents of the members 
of Congress upon whom their 
service, as electors, Is based. 
Seventy percent of the voters 
want a reform of the Electoral 
College which they may call 
"REC." 
They should 
urge 
State Legislatures to pass a 
resolution requesting Congress 
to send them a 
Constitutional 
Amendment for ratification to 
reform the Electoral College 
system. Their efforts can have 
a most constructive effect In the 
future of our Republic. HLH

The budget bureau circulated 
an approving memo on Nov. IO 
and Jan. IO Johnson made his 
first pipeline safety proposal 
In his State of the Union mes­ 
sage. On Feb. 16, he followed 
It up with considerable details 
In his consumer message. 
"As pipelines 
age and as 
more of the system lies under 
areas 
of

population 
density,** the President 
told 
congress, "the hazards uf pipe­ 
line failures - and explosions— 
Increase." 
After giving more detail on

inadequacy of state and 
Industry standards, the Pres­ 
ident concluded: 
"I recom­

line Safety Act of 1967 (which 
the White House had

sibility of tragedy later." 
TWO OLD CRONIES 
This was what 
started the 
gas and oil lobbyists swarm­ 
ing over Capitol Hill. They pro­ 
posed, as outlined in the col­ 
umn of April 4, removing crim­ 
inal 
penalties from the bill, 
removing 
distribution lines 
Inside cities from federal stan­ 
ford*, setting up their 
own 
Industry standards, and post­ 
poning the senate hearings from 
April 19. 
Cue thing the lobbyists didn't 
know was that LBJ and Sen. 
Msgnuson, chairman of

Senate Commerce Committee, 
had put their heads together. 
The two entered congress the

20 per cent!"

Then, too, the married couple 
gets an automatic deduction of 
$1,200, or $600 more than the 
single person. 
Unmarried people have al­ 
ways paid a higher percentage 
of tax, but tilings got rough 
when Income splitting for mar­ 
ried couples was first provided 
in 1948. Then in 1951 special tax 
rates were set forth for those 
who qualified as head of house­ 
hold. 
"The trouble is," McCarthy 
points out, "that these qualifica­ 
tions are so demanding that 
they exclude many more women 
than they include." 
What he wants to do is extend 
the head of household category 
to widows and widowers and to 
single persons over 35 who have 
never been married or who 
have 
been separated or di­ 
vorced for three years or more, 
who maintain their own house­ 
holds. 
Practically 
any unmarried 
woman over 35 has actually 
founded a household, he main­ 
tains. Hundreds of thousands 
are supporting minor children; 
millions are contributing to the 
support of aged parents.

JOPLIN, Mo. CAP)—Missouri 
Southern State College will take 
Its place next fell as the state’s 
newest and most unique four- 
year Institution. 
U will combine a two-year, 
state-supported senior college 
with a two-year, county-operat­ 
ed Junior college. Both will re­ 
main separate entitles under 
control 
cf 
a county • elected 
board of trustees. 
College officials believe this 
unusual 
arrangement 
Is the 
first of its type in Missouri and 
one of Ute few In the nation. 
Actual operation of the sailor 
college was authorized April 5 
when the North Central Associ­ 
ation of Colleges and Universi­ 
ties 
granted 
preliminary ac­ 
creditation. 
The college will offer third 
year programs In education, 
business and mathematics be­ 
ginning next fall, and the fourth 
year will be Initiated In 1968. 
A 
multimillion dollar con­ 
struction program was begun 
last year at a new campus site 
east uf Joplin and Is expected 
to be completed by June. It will 
provide a campus for both the 
colleges. 
Buildings being readied for 
occupancy Include a science- 
mathematics building, adminis­ 
tration building, library 
fine 
arts complex, bookstore and a 
temporary cafeteria. The ad­ 
ministration 
building 
was 
named Hearnes Hall in honor 
of Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, who 
supported legislation establish­ 
ing the senior college. 
The construction Is being fi­ 
nanced through a $2.5 million 
county bond issue passed In 
1965, federal and state alloca­ 


tions and local contributions. 
The 230«*cre campus site was 
bought by the Junior college 
early In IWS through donations. 
More than $300,000 was raised 
during a whirlwind four-months 
campaign. 
Missouri Southern College, the 
Junior college, began In 1937 as 
an extension of Joplin 
High 
school. Its enrollment was over 
500 by 1958. It doubled however, 
In the next six years, reaching 
1,050 In 1964. 
This year almost 1,500 full­ 
time students attend cla sses 
during the daytime and 400 
more at night. 
Twenty seven hundred stu­ 
dents are anticipated by 1968. 
when the senior year is added. 
Community Interest has run 
high in the development of a 
four-year education program In 
the past six years. An attempt 
to get a branch of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri felled in 1963. 
Joplin Junior College was ex­ 
panded to a county-wlde basis 
In 
1964 and renamed Jasper 
County 
Junior 
College. The 
name was changed In 1965 to 
Missouri Southern to be more 
compatible to Missouri South­ 
ern State College, the upper 
two-year Institution. 
The law establishing the sen­ 
ior college was signed Into law 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
during a visit here In August 
1965. I: was granted a $40,000 
state appropriation for 
plan- 
ding. 
There followed a mountain of 
work. The University of M issou­ 
ri Board of Curators, given the 
responsibility 
of determining 
when the senior college should 
begin operation, authorized es­ 
tablishment of the Junior year an 
experimental 
basis by 
1967. 


Preliminary accreditation 
by 
North Central Association was 
made mandatory before

third year could start.

jfcfFfeRSON CITY—The Mis­ 
souri State Highway Department 
at the request of Highway Com­ 
mission Chairman Jack Staple­ 
ton, Sr., has come up with a list 
of the 500 “ worst” miles of 
road in the state. 
Out of the 500 miles a total of 
71 per cent is designated to be 
improved in the current 
five 
year right of way construction 
program. 
But there is 
no 
guarantee that the chronic lack 
of highway funds will not render 
the schedule useless. 
No stretches which are pres­ 
ently under construction con­ 
tract were included in the report 
which was prepared by James R. 
Turner, chief of the depart­ 
ment’s highway planning divi­ 
sion. 
The planning chief also con­ 
fined his “ worst 500” to the ap­ 
proximately 3000 miles (includ­ 
ing 
the 
Interstate System) of 
primary arterial roads - higher 
type and heavier traveled roads 
which generally handle long dis­ 
tance travel. 
The primary arterial system 
is considered the vital highway- 
communication 
network 
that 
knits Missouri together. 
The system carries 40 per 
cent of all rural vehicle miles 
traveled in the state and, while 
small in total miles of highway, 
the economy and well - being of 
Missouri is, to a large degree, 
dependent on it. 
The second list of deficiencies

and enhance an economic en­

in which it 
can 
continue to earn a profit to­ 
m orrow. 
Successful 
businesses 
have never shied away from 
investing 
capital in 
new 
or expanded 
facilities that 
a re expected to return prof- 
its in the future. Nor 
have 
they balked at se n d in g mon­ 
ey on research and develop­ 
ment, even on basic research 
w here the payoff may lag a 
decade or m ore behind the 
investm ent. 
This is no m ere excise in 
altruism but just good busi­ 
ness sense. It seem s to me 
that improving the quality of 
our 
society is sim ply an­ 
other step in the process of 
taking a broader gauged view 
of return • on • investm ent. 
The tim es in which we live 
have 
made this as neces­ 
sary as investm ent in plant 
and equipment, in research

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and developm ent, or in en­ 
lightened 
industrial 
re la ­ 
tions. The distinction 
be­ 
tween capital investm ent and 
social investm ent is, I sug­ 
gest, much m ore a difference 
of degree than of 
kind. 
B usiness must 
learn 
to 
look upon its social responsi­ 
bilities as som ething insep­ 
arable 
from its 
economic 
function. Since private enter­ 
p rise has an im portant bear­ 
ing upon the lives, asp ira ­ 
tions and future well- being 
of the people, it has a c o r­ 
responding obligation to con­ 
tribute to the solution of their 
economic 
and social prob­ 
lem s. If it fails to do so, it 
leaves a void that will quick­ 
ly be filled by o th e rs— usual­ 
ly by governm ent. 


F or thirty y ears, I've lis ­ 
tened to businessm en com ­ 
plain that government 
was 
competing 
in 
their activi­ 
ties. 
In many cases, I've 
agreed with them . But I'd 
like to live long enough to 
hear 
governm ent bureau- 
c ra ts complain that business 
is competing in their activi­ 
ties — because I chink 
it 
would be a healthy thing for 
our countryl 
To retain 
public 
confi- 
dence in the years ahead, 
business must dem onstrate 
that it has the reso u rces, 
the vigor, the intelligence- 
and, above all, the will - to 
meet its obligations in a free 
economy. To the extent that 
it can develop practical solu­ 
tions 
to public 
problem s, 
business can help our nation 
im m easurably in regaining 
its ideal o fa tru ly fre e so c ie - 
ty.

H earnes' toll road bill. It would 
set up an authority composed 
of the 
Highway 
Commission 
and the governor to build 
and 
operate toll roads if they are 
considered feasible. 
But one of the routes consid­ 
ered is from Kansas City south 
to the A rkansas line. And the 
Kansas Legislature, before 
it 
quit last week, enacted a toll 
road law authorizing a sim ilar 
pay-as-you-go 
highway from 
K ansas City to Galena, 
Kan. 
So K ansas already has 
the 
jum p on M issouri. 
E a rlie r, 
Hearnes 
said 
he 
didn’t think Kansas would enact 
such legislation and besides the 
K ansas plan was for a connec­ 
tion with Oklahoma. 
His proposal envisions subse­ 
quent 
extension 
through Ft. 
Smith, Ark. and 
eventually to 
New O rleans with A rkansas and 
Louisiana 
providing 
t h e i r 
stretch e s of the turnpike. 
The other Senate bill facing 
the House is a com plicated re - 
codifieation of M issouri’s bank­ 
ing laws. The average leg isla­ 
to r will just have to depend on 
the advice of a trusted banker 
o r law yer. 
On the Senate side there are 
14 
House bills awaiting final 
consideration and a couple of 
them could cause trouble. 


One is a recom m endation of 
the governor’s that unem ploy­ 
ment com pensation be figured 
at half the average weekly wage 
of M issouri non-farm w orkers. 
The average now is m ore than 
$111 a week so the law 
would 


set unemployment 
com pensa­ 
tion t>enefits at more than $55. 
The present maximum is $45 
a week and em ployers, headed 
by the state Chamlier of Com ­ 
m erce, are fighting the 
new 
plan. The em ployers have 
to 
pay the insurance to cover job­ 
less w orkers. 
The other opens up a 
new 
field in much of M issouri. It 
would allow m unicipalities 
to 
operate 
ambulance services. 
Now 
funeral home operators 
provide such service and, p re ­ 
sum ably, they would like to con­ 
tinue. 
The 
Senate faces 
over 120 
bills for first debate and about 
14 for final consideration. Those 
are all Senate bills so the s u r­ 
vivors still will have to come 
under the scrutiny of the House. 
The House calendar has about 
110 bills ready for initial con­ 
sideration and about 15 for final 
passage. The successful ones 
will go to the Senate. 
That 
constitutes the 
im m e­ 
diate problem facing the le g is­ 
lato rs only during the hours the 
the House and Senate are in full 
session. 
But what 
about the 
com m ittes that workup to m id­ 
night and beyond? 
The House 
com m ittees will 
try to hear argum ents on some 
120 bills and the Senate about 
35. 
There are few House bills 
before the Senate com m ittees 
and 
few 
Senate bills before 
House com m ittees. 
Yet 
tim e 
is 
running out. 
T here’s only 11 weeks now be­ 
fore the legislature must close 
shop at midnight June 30. 
Some of the 1,400 bills 
and 
proposed constitutional am end­ 
m ents introduced this session 
may have died in com m ittee on 
the floor of the House or Sen­ 
ate. Many more will just ex ­ 
pire from m alnutrition in com - 
m ittee -pigeonholed. 
And 
th ere’ll be a great num­ 
b er still gathering dust on the 
calendars

Private Enterprise And 


Public Responsibility In 


A Free Economy 


Whenever you mention so­ 
cial 
responsibility among 
businessmen, someone 
in­ 
variably raises the question: 
“ What will the stockholders 
say?** The question implies 
that somehow there is a con­ 
flict between a corporation’s 
social responsibility and its 
economic responsibility to 
its 
stockholders. I don’t 
think that’s the case. 
The job of corporate man­ 
agement, in my 
judgment, 
is to produce so efficiently 
and compete 
so effectively 
as to earn the optimum com­ 
bination of short - and long- 
range profits. In my view, 
management 
is not fulfill­ 
ing its responsibility to the 
stockholders simply by earn­ 
ing a profit today, if it does 
not at the same time nurture 
and enhance an economic en­ 
vironment in which it 
can 
continue to earn a profit to­ 
morrow. 
Successful 
businesses 
have never shied away from 
investing 
capital in 
new 
or expanded facilities that 
are expected to return prof­ 
its in the future. Nor 
have 
they balked at spending mon­ 
ey on research and develop­ 
ment, even on basic research 
where the payoff may lag a 
decade or more behind the 
investment. 
This is no mere excise in 
altruism but just good busi­ 
ness sense. It seems to me 
that improving the quality of 
our 
society is simply an­ 
other step in the process of 
taking a broader gauged view 
of return - on • investment. 
The times in which we live 
have made this as neces­ 
sary as investment in plant 
and equipment, in research 


and development, or in en­ 
lightened industrial 
rela­ 
tions. The distinction 
be­ 
tween capital investment and 
social investment is, I sug­ 
gest, much more a difference 
of degree than of 
kind. 
Business must learn to 
look upon its social responsi­ 
bilities as something insep­ 
arable from its 
economic 
function. Since private enter­ 
prise has an important bear­ 
ing upon the lives, aspira­ 
tions and future well- being 
of the people, it has a cor­ 
responding obligation to con­ 
tribute to the solution of their 
economic and social prob­ 
lems. If it fails to do so, it 
leaves a void that will quick­ 
ly be filled by others—usual­ 
ly by government. 
For thirty years, I’ve lis­ 
tened to businessmen com­ 
plain that government was 
competing in their activi­ 
ties. 
In many cases, I’ve 
agreed with them. But I’d 
like to live long enough to 
hear 
government bureau­ 
crats complain that business 
is competing in their activi­ 
ties - because I think it 
would be a healthy thing for 
our country! 
To retain 
public 
confi­ 
dence in the years ahead, 
business must demonstrate 
that it has the resources, 
tile vigor, the intelligence- 
and, above all, the will - to 
meet its obligations in a free 
economy. To the extent that 
it can develop practical solu­ 
tions to public 
problems, 
business can help our nation 
immeasurably in regaining 
its ideal of a truly free socie­ 
ty.

JEFFERSON CITY AP-A con­ 
scientious Missouri Legislator 
can hardly be blamed for not 
springing out of bed on Monday 
mornings with Joy on his heart 
and a spring in his step. 
Look what he’s got facing him 
this week if he’s a House mem­ 
ber. 
There are two bills on 
the 
calendar that 
already have 
passed the Senate, thus making 
the House members 
the final 
judges of their merits. 
One 
is 
Gov. 
Warren E. 
Hearnes’ toll road bill. It would 
set up an authority composed 
of the 
Highway Commission 
and the governor to build and 
operate toll roads if they are 
considered feasible. 
But one of the routes consid­ 
ered is from Kansas City south 
to the Arkansas line. And the 
Kansas Legislature, before 
it 
quit last week, enacted a toll 
road law authorizing a similar 
pay-as-you-go highway from 
Kansas City to Galena, 
Kan. 
So Kansas already has 
the 
jump on Missouri. 
Earlier, 
Hearnes 
said he 
didn’t think Kansas would enact 
such legislation and besides the 
Kansas plan was for a connec­ 
tion with Oklahoma. 
His proposal envisions subse­ 
quent 
extension through Ft. 
Smith, Ark. and eventually to 
New Orleans with Arkansas and 
Louisiana providing 
t h e i r 
stretches of the turnpike. 
The other Senate bill facing 
the House is a complicated re- 
codification of Missouri’s bank­ 
ing laws. The average legisla­ 
tor will just have to depend on 
the advice of a trusted banker 
or lawyer. 
On the Senate side there are 
14 House bills awaiting final 
consideration and a couple of 
them could cause trouble. 


One is a recommendation of 
the governor’s that unemploy­ 
ment compensation be figured 
at half the average weekly wage 
of Missouri non-farm workers. 
The average now is more than 
$111 a week so the law would 


set unemployment 
compensa­ 
tion benefits at more than $55. 
The present maximum is $45 
a week and employers, headed 
by the state Chamber of Com 
meree, are fighting the 
new 
plan. The employers have 
to 
pay the insurance to cover job­ 
less workers. 
The other opens up a 
new 
field in much of Missouri. It 
would allow municipalities 
to 
operate 
ambulance services. 
Now 
funeral home operators 
provide such service and, pre­ 
sumably, they would like to con­ 
tinue. 
The Senate faces over 120 
bills for first debate and about 
14 for final consideration. Those 
are all Senate bills so the sur­ 
vivors still will have to come 
under the scrutiny of the House. 
The House calendar has about 
HO bills ready for initial con­ 
sideration and about 15 for final 
passage. The successful ones 
will go to the Senate. 
That 
constitutes the imme­ 
diate problem facing the legis­ 
lators only during the hours the 
the House and Senate are in full 
session. 
But what 
about the 
committes that workup to mid­ 
night and beyond? 
The House committees will 
try to hear arguments on some 
120 bills and the senate about 
35. 
There are few House bills 
before the Senate committees 
and few Senate bUls before 
House committees. 
Yet 
time 
is 
running out. 
There’s only ll weeks now be­ 
fore the legislature must close 
shop at midnight June 30. 
Some of the 1,400 bills 
and 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ments introduced this session 
may have died in committee on 
the floor of the House or Sen­ 
ate. Many more will just ex­ 
pire from malnutrition in com­ 
mittee-pigeonholed. 
And there’ll be a great num­ 
ber stUl gathering dust on the 
calendars 
when the 
curtain 
goes down June 30. 
What a 
prospect to wake up 
to every Monday morning from 
now until the end of June.
